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. Now Ready to 


Be Threshed Out in Committee 


Measure Passes Second 


in Legislature After Being Subject 


of Many Hours of Spirited Debate — Premier Repudiates Re- 
flections That He Was Adopting Policy of Secrecy in Connec- 
tion with Railway Situation—Emphasizes the Advisability of 


Attempting to Reach Mutual 
pany and Union Bank 


Agreement with McArthur Oom- 


After being the subject of many 
hours of spirited debate, the bill to 
rovide assistance to the W.D, and 
.C., railway, in the event »f the 
Domin'on government nat tak.ng over 
the system, was given a 43:onu read- 
ing unopposed in the i+aisiarure 
Thursday n'ght, and now stands ready 
for further threshing out in commit- 
tee of the whole, ag does the com- 
panion measure of contention, that 
respecting assistance to tho Leth- 
bridge ‘rrigation project. 

In closing the railway debate 
Thursday night, Premier Stewart gave 
a real fighting speech, resenting with 
considerable show of warmth reflec- 
tions of speakers from the opposition 
side that he was addépt'ng a policy of 
secrecy in connection w'th the rail- 
way situation which it was charged 
that his predecessor !n office follow- 
ed. “It is not my desire to camou 
flage th’s question in any way. shape 
or form, and I never have adopted 
such a course,” declared Mr. Stewart. 
“If I have been unfair I want to ‘be 
criticized, but it ill becomes honor- 
able members of this house to rise in 
their places and charge that I am 
attempting to put something over the 
members of this legislature or the 
people of the prov'nce.” 

While fn this mood the premier re- 
ferred also to a statemont in the Cal- 
gary Herald that people of the snith 
felt that they had been lesetved by 
him in respect to the guirantes of the 
irriga tion bonds, {t being asserted 
that the premier gave assurance to 
Lethbridge northern people that he 
would see that the government backed 
up the bonds. Mr, Stewart said the 
statements were absolutely untrue; 
that he never gaye any person assur- 
ance that the irrigation § district 
bonds would be guaranteed by the 
provincial government, 

The premier said he had no desire 
to shirk any of his responsibility in 
connection with the guarantee of 
northern railways, but in reply to 
criticism offered in the dehate, said 
the records would show that he voted 
against the A. and G.W. project in 
the house. He went on to refer to 
the att'tude taken by members of the 
opposition, and declared that he was 
prepared to meet them !n any kind 
of spirit they desired to manifest. He 
had attempted to be frank and open, 
but if they wanted to prolong the 
session and fight the matter out, he 
Was prepared fo stay with them to 
the finish, 

The Best Courso 

The premier again emphasized the 
advisability of attempting to reach a 
mutua] agreement with the McArthur 
company and the Union bank, rather 
than delay oceedings and perhaps 
etart a long legal battle by taking ac- 
tion strictly in accord with the terms 
of the trust provisions, He referred 
to the dealings of McArthur with 
the Dominion government, the terms 
and details of the offer to the Do- 
minion being wel] known. The‘ federal 
authorities were in fyll possession of 
the facts and figures of the E.D. and 
B.C. and he could not understand 
why the decison as to purchase or 
rejection of the McArthur offer was 
being so long delayed. The premier 
gaid he would have been delighted to 
have brought a defin'te agreement 
with McArthur into the legislature, 
but as a result of these negotiations at 
Ottawa such was imposs‘ble. It would 
have been a highly desirable thing 
to have the legislature shoulder the 
responsibility in connection with the 
railway @tuation, but because the 
north needed relief the government 
could not await the result of negotia- 
tions with the Dominion, A general 
agreement had been discussed with 
McArthur, and general line of action | 
agreed upon, This provided that the | 
money expended by the prov nce on 
the ED, and BC would take pre 
cedence over all other Interests in the 
system excepting the rights of the 
bondholders themselves, 

To Mr. Ewing the premier said that 
so far as he was able to ascertain 
there were no claims against the com- 
pany excepting that of the Union bank 
for advances to the conmany, and the 
provinolal expenditure would be 
second to the bonds only, 


Up to Dominion 


“Tt is clearly up to the Dominion to 
decide what they are going to do in 
the matter,” went on the premier, 
“They have been the stumbling block 
in the TRACtIES ORS because naturally 
McArthur does not desire to go ahead 
with other arrangements and expen- 
ditures while there is a strong possi 
bility that the federal government will 
take over the road, Such a situation 
is unfair to the people of the north, 
and I could not let this session ad- 
fourn without taking some action to 
go to the relief of the north if it 
becomes necassary, This bill aske 
for wide powers fot the government 
not because We want ¢he responsi- 
D ity, but because we rimply must 
take action if the negotiations at Ot- 
tawa fail. But I want to say thet I 
have been opposed to launching out 
on a legal battle with the company by 
taking direct action under the 
trustee terms, at least unt!] I have 
exhausted other efforts to reach ar 
amicable agreement with the com- 
pany. If euch efforts fail then I, for 
one, am prepared to go ahead and 
fight it out. AH I can do at the pre 
6ent {# to outline my plan of action 
to this house. I regret that I can- 
not lay a definite agreement on the 
table, but because I cannot do this as 
& result of the existing state of af- 
fairs, I must appeal to the members of 
th's legislature to trust to my good 
intentions and my determination: to 
Protect the interests of the province 
a6 a whole.” 

To Mr, Ewing the premier said he 
had no objection to defin'tely specify~ 
ing the ED. and B.C. as the system 
which was to be dealt wth under the 
vote of $1,000,000, and further said 
that he would hesitate to spend even 
$1 on the system unless there can be 
@ definite agreement arrived at which 
makes the provinclal money secondary 
oa to the bond indebtedness on the 
road, 


Report Three Bills 


After diapoeing of the railway bill 
for the time by giving it a second 
reading the house went !nto commit- 
tee of the whole on the liquor export 
bill, the amendments to the game 
act, and the b'H to authorize an agree- 
Ment with the telephone company at 
ted Deer and the provincial telephone 
department, All three measures were 
reported for third reading, Daring 
(o@ day third reading was given tho 


private bills, respecting the Wetaski- 
win charter amendments, the West- 
ern Canada College, and the applica- 
tion of the Alberta Hudson Bay rail- 
way for an extension of time on con- 
struction. Public bills finally disposed 
of and sent up for the assent of the 
Ueutenant governer were the amend- 
ments fo the school ordinances, 
amendments to the factories act, and 
the act to provide for the creation of 
water users’ districts. 

The house adjourned shortly after 
10 o'clock to meet again Friday 
morning at 10 o'clock. 

J. RR. Lowery Protests 


An unfortunate incident took place 
when the debate on the railway bill 
Wag resumed, Premier Stewart asking 

the permission of the house to give 
a statement respecting the agreements 
to be entered into in the event of the 
prov nce being required to take over 
the E.D. and BC. This statement had 
been specially requested by George 
Hoadley at the forenoon Session 
Wednesday, and all inembers readily 
agreed to permit the Premier to give 
his explanation with the exception of 
J. R, Lowery, Alexandra, who protest- 
ed, The Premier was genuinely angry 
at thie rebuff, and declared that he 
would simply w.thhoid the informa- 
tion asked for until he was ready to 
submit it in his own way. George 
Hoadley apologized to the Premier 
on the occurrence, pointing out to the 
house that he had personally request- 
ed the Premier to bring down the ex- 
planations in quest on. 

Dr, Stewart, Wethbridge, spoke 
briefly as not being opposed to 
assisting in the improvement of ser- 
vics on the E.D, and B.C., but pro- 
tested against the house being asked 
to endorse the governments plan 
without full information being given 
as to the method in which the monies 
would ba expended and under what 
arrangement with McArthur, 

H, H. Crawford, Strathcona, regard- 
ed the railway bill as the most fm 
portant one before the house during 
the session, and regretted that it had 
heen left so late instead of being 
taken up earlier {n the session, 
opposition had always found it hard 
to get facts of the railway situation, 
he recalling that the A. and G.W. and 
auch projects had been forced on the 
house without full opportunities to 
know what wae intended to be done, 
He also recalled that Mr. Sifton told

USING THRESHED 
STRAW FOR FEED 
IS SUGGESTED 


Proposition Made to Mix It with 
Chopped Barley and 
Oats 


In connection with the feed situa- 
tion i¢ has been suggested that 
threshed straw might be put through 
a straw cutter and after being mixed 
with chopped barley and outs be fed 
to stock with good results. Although 
the straw Itself might have little nut- 
riment it would give milk that 
would make the chopped grain dig- 
estable, and thus keep the stock in 
condition, On the other hand the 
labor of chopping the straw where 
there fs a large number of cattle to 
be fed, would make. {t Impossible to 
meet the requirements of a season 
such as the present. And besides very 
few farmers are equipped with straw 
cutter, 

Another way of feeding threshed 
straw has been adapted by some of 
the farmers residing near Edmonton, 
Malasses is purchased by the barrel, 
It is thinned with ten parts water to 
one of malasses, The sweet liquid is 
sprinkled more or less heavily on the 
straw. It is asserted that cattle will 
eat with relish and do well on straw 
so treated, 

The experiment is worth trying, 
wherever the need exists and the mate 
erials are available,

Against France Occupying 
German Towns 


DELICATE SITUATION 


Exists as Result of French Action 
—Hope Expressed Situation 
May Be Eased 


———- 

LONDON, April &—(By Asroctated 
Press)—After @ long conference which the 
French ambassador, Paul Cambon, had 
with Premier Lioyd George today, and a 
full discussion of the Franco-German in- 
cident by the cabinet council, at which the 
French view was fully explained to the 
British ministers,,an authoritative state- 
ment was igsued to the effect that France 
acted entirely on her own initiative in de- 
ciding to occupy German towns; that! 
Great Britain, the United States, Italy and! 
Belgium were all opposed to ithe plan, 
and that B'rance’s action has caused & 
delicate situation, The mdtter is under 
discussion of the British and French 
governments, and the hope is expressed 
that the situation may be eased, 

The statement recites various expedi- 
ents for dealing with the Ruhr situation, 
among others, the sending of allied offi- 
cers with the German troops to supervise 
the German withdrawal. Another alter- 
native was that the decision should be left 
with the German government, with the 
stipulation that unless the status quo was 
sufficiently restored the allies themselves 
would occupy German points to enforce 
their demands. 


ONTARIO HAS 
LIQUOR BILL 
INTRODUCED

Supplements Dominion Legisla 
tion for Prohibiting Importa- 
tion into Province 


TORONTO, April 8.—In the legislature 
today the bill Introduced py F. G. Sandy 
of South Victoria, supplementing dominion 
legislation prohiblting the Importation of 
liquor tnto Ontario, 1s calculated to ren- 
| der this province as nearly “bone dry" | 
as rests within the power of the law. 

The bill, which is to be known as “The} 
Liquor Transactions Act, 1920,” provides 
| that every person ‘within the province of 
| Ontario, who, either by himself or his 
servant or his agent, transports or car- 
ries liquor within Ontario for sale or 
consumption within the province wr who 
delivers Mquor to any person in Ontario 
for sele or consumption within the prov- 
Ince, shall be guilty of an offence and 
subject to ¢he penalties provided by the 
Ontario Temperance act, 

Specific mention is made that the act 
does not forbid sale, transportation or, 
delivery of liquor for export from COn- 
tario; transportation of liquor through 
Ontario, from any place out of the proy- 
ince to any other place outside the prov- 
ince; sale and delivery of Mquor by or 
under the order pf the Ontario license 
board for any purpose for which the 
Hquor may be lawfully sold, supplied or 
delivered under the provisions of the 
Canada temperance act and its jamend- 
ments, 

It is also specified that the act docs 
not apply to the sale, carriage, /trans- 
portation pr delHvery of native wines so 
far as the same may be lawful under the 
O, T, A. 
| The act is to come Into force on a date 
lnamed by the Meutenant governor in 
council. The definition of Iiquor is the same 
as in the Ontario temperance acG

It was dec'ded 
to wait upon the heads of the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the provincia 
government Friday and to again take 
up the matter of getting feed to such 
places where it was most needed, 
Those present were W. W. Prevey, 
chairman; W. Ross Alger, secretary, 
Geo.

Trotsky Claims Militarization Is 
Only Means to Utilize Rus- 
sia’s Man Power } 


&.—Militarization 
to fully utilize 


MOSCOW, April 
fs the only means 
Russia's man power, said Leon Trot. 
sky, Bolshevi minister of war, ad- 
dreesing the ninth convention of the 
communist party here. His adress 
was directed to defining the relation 
between the mobilization of industry 
and the industrial rehabilitation cf 
Russia, 

“Mobilization {3 more necessary 
now than it was formerly,” he declas 
ed, “We have to deal with the >eas- 
ant population and masses of unik!. 
ed labor which cannot be utilize! to 
the fullest extent by any other means 
than military diso!pline. Trades un- 
fons are capable of organizing great 
masses of qualified workers, but

Hf 
Tt has cost thirteen millions to 
extend the railway system of Oan- 
ada to the Peace River country 
and operate it up fo the present; 


time, Eleven millions of  this| 


amount was raised on the security 
of the province, If the road pays 
it costs the provinee nothing. If 
the road does not pay the province 
has an investment of eleven mil- 
lions in a losing enterprise. Obvi- 
ously the question for the pro-| 
vince is ‘‘How to make the road 
pay?” 

The progress of settlement and 
crop production has demon trated, 
first, That the road was needed, 
and second, That it has developed 
traffic sufficient, or almost suffici- 
ent, to pay cost of operation and 
fixed charges, under normal con- 
ditions of operation, 

The difficulty is that conditions 
of operation are not normal. Tho 
long period of low earnings re- 
sulting from war conditions and 
the bad season: of 1916, necessarily 
diverted the capital that was ex- 
pected to be available for equip- 
ment and betterment to interest 
payments, lacking increased equip- 
ment to keep pace with increased 
business and lacking means of bet- 
terment of the road bed, costs of 
operation have been excessive as 
compared with earnings, The re- 
sult is loss where there should have 
been profit; and much greater loss 
fm the set back given to the pro- 
gress of scttlement and develop- 
ment by the public dissatisfaction 
thus created. 

Obviously the one thing to be 
fone, if the province is to be re- 
lieved of its eleven million dollar 
liability, is to improve traffic con- 
ditions, As the province holds a 
first mortgage on the road, as its 
security, the province is tho only; 
source from which money for bet- 
terment and equipment can be 
derived. And as betterment and 
equipment constitute the only pro- 
teetion possible to the province in 
regard to its investment, the pro- 
vinée cannot reasonably expect 
that any other interest would pro- 
vide the money. 

The question to be decided is 
not, Whether there shall be furth- 
er protection by the province to 
{ts present investment; but how 
far should that protection go— 
should it include extensions as} 
well as betterment and equipment? 
The proposals of the government 
as placed before tho legislature 
only contemplate betterment, of 
road bed, They tako no account 
of equipment or extensions, The 
propassla for betterment appear 
to have been carefully thought 
out and are no doubt adequate 
for that feature of tho case. It 
must of course be admitted that 
the improvement of the road be 
ia the first consideration, But 
after all it is only one of several 
features that must work together! 
if there is to be profitable opera-| 
tion—and profiitable operation is| 
what the province must have to

There is no surplus of useful loco- 
motives now, Therefore the Peace 
River road must pay full price for 
any accommodation it gets from 
other roads—and then some—be- 
sides the inconvenience and loss of 
not being in control of their own 


traffic. To depend on rented mo- 
tive power is anything but econ- 


omy, under existing circumstances. 


The question of the partly com- 
leted extensions has a very direct 
earing on prospective profits from 

the earnings of the road, There 
must be a large volume of traffic 
to carry the fixed charges, which 
represent interest on cost. Those 
fixed charges are large in pro- 
portion to the present volume of 
traffic because of the long stretch 
of lightly productive line between 
Westlock and Peace River or 
Spirit River. This stretch of line 
bridges the gap between the 
prairies of the Saskatchewan and 
of the Peace. It is the prairie 
areas of the Peace River country 


that furnish the large part of the! 


traffic of the road. These areas 
have been developed in the ex- 
pectation of railway extension 
that would make production pro- 
fitable, Large expenditures have 
already been made for the benefit 
of the country north of Peace Riv- 
er and for the Pouce Coupe—a 
million dollars on the Peace River 
bridge and the grading beyond; 
and possibly half that amount on 
the grade from Spirit River to the 
B.C. boundary. These expendi- 
tures have no earning power un- 
less and until the extensions are 
completed. They simply represent 
sunk money, on which interest has 
to be paid: and must remain a 
dead loss until they are completed. 
The settlements which they are in- 
tended to serve are capable of in- 
defiinite expansion of production 
if they get railway facilities. If 
they do not get them, develop- 
ment must contract rather than ex- 
pand, and the road as a whole 
must suffer corresponding de- 
crease in volume of traffic. Volume 
of traffic is absolutely necessary 
to enable the road to pay its way. 
The extensions to Pouce Coupe 
and to the Waterhole country are 
a first necessity towards making 
the E.D. and B.C, railway a per- 
manently paying proposition. 


Installing a Set of Brakes. 


Hereafter when the owner of a 
farm lying next door to a city or 
town in this province wants to sub- 
divide it into lots and sell it as 
sités for homes and business blocks 
in the metropolis-to-be he will have 
first to get the consent of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission, That is 
the substance of an amendment 
which the Legislature is tacking 
onto the act respecting sub-divi- 
sions, 

Hereafter is a word that applies 
properly in this instance, It is only 
n the future that the amendment 
will be of practical concern. At 
present it ranks only as a precau- 
tionary measure, taken in view of 
the posisbility of history repeating 
itself in a way that does not at the 
moment seem imminently likely. 
Still, it is well to be prepared, for 
hope springs eternal in this wes- 
tern land, and the last boom flat- 
tened out so long ago that another 
may be on the way. 

Here-to-fore it has rested with 
the owners of the surrounding 
country to say how much of it 
should be withdrawn from produc- 
tive use and converted into the su- 
burbs of a town. Naturally their 
views in the matter were elastic 
when real estate was in demand. 
As a result every town in the pro- 
vince which had prospects, or 
claimed to have them, got fringed 
urvuid years ago with a forest of 
survoyors’ stakes, while the cities 
became centres of a vast wilder- 
ness in which nothing grew but 
vain hopes and noxious weeds. 

For five years or so the Govern- 
ment, the Legislature, the Public 
Utilities commission, and various 
other public bodies, have been 
struggling with the problem of 
how to get rid of those stakes and 
allow the land 
under crop, Thus far without find- 
ing the key, It would probably 
present a surprising aggregate if 
some authority would add up the 
list and tell us just how much per 
fectly good Alberta farming land, 
most favorably situated as to rail- 
way and market facilities, is and 
has been for years kept out of use 
because fractions of it were sold 
as lots seven years or more ago to

If you will allow me a few lines of 
your valuable space I shall express my 
opinion on some phases of the rail- 
road question in the Peace River 


country. I was delegated by the 
farmers of the Pouce Coupe prairie 
to go to Ottawa to interview the gov- 
ernment regardi their intentions to- 
ward the E.D. and B.C. railway. When 
I arrived there I found the following 
letter had been placed in the hands 
of every member of :the house of 
commons. It is dated Grande Prairie, 
March 20th and is unsigned, Ac- 
companying each one was a copy of 
the resolutiong passed by the Grande 
Prairie U.F.A., G.W.V.A. and board of 
trade publisied in your paper some 


time ago.

Proposed Purchase of E.,D and B.O,

Dear sir: 

It is generally understood here, 
that the Federal Government con- 
template purchasing the Fdmonton, 

Dunvegan gnd British Columbia 
railroad, and that if they do, the 
proposed Canadian National line 
from Edmonton will not be pushed 
from Whitecourt with the same 
vigor that it other wise would be.’ 

The en4 of steel of the C.N.R. at 
Whitecourt, is only one hundred 
and forty (140) miles from Grands 
Prairie. Its proposed route Is 
through a productive agricultural 
and timbered country nearly al 
the way from Edmonton. _ If com- 
pleted to here, the total mileage 
would be two hundred and seventy 
(270) miles ae compared to four 
hundred and twelve (412) miles on 
the E.,D. & B.C, railway. It can 
be completed for one third’ of what 
it would cost to purchase the E., D. 
& B.C., to say nothing of putting it 


in shape, 
With the exception of the small 
areas at Spirit River and High 


Prairle, the E.,D. & B.C, traverses 


a non-productive country nearly all} 


the way here. Its circuitous route 
circumvents the Grande Prairie dis- 
tricts instead of following the na- 
tural trend of settled agricultural 
country, such as the C.N.R. would 
fully serve. 

If the interests of this country 
and the people of Canada, are to he 
served, there is only one thing to bo 
done, and that is the completion of 
the C.N.R. through the districts at 
the earliest nossible date. 

I am enclosing you a copy of a 
Resolution passed by every organ- 
ized body in the Grande Prairie Dis- 
trict. 

Pp. 8S. Remember: At an expendi-

I have talked 
to a great many men who have traver- 
sed the country between Whitecourt 
and Grande Prairie and without ex- 
ception they have told ime that the

But, air, the portion of this “letter” 
that I objected to most of all {s where 
the author wishes, apparently, to 
leave the impression that Grande 
Prairie is the only district in the 
/north that requires service He does 
not take into account the beautiful 
country lying north and west of Peace 
nor the Pouce Coupe district. I well 
remember a few years ago that the 
people of Grande Prairie sent a depu- 
tation to Ottawa and Edmonton, and 
|raised such a fuss that ‘they induced 
the governments then in power to 
| build the line that is now !n operation 
|between Spirit River and Grande 
Prairie. The original intention was 
not to build the E., D. & B. C, to 
Grande Prairie and because the gov- 
ernment decided to build the road 
there, aome other districts which 
were just as deserving had to fo 
| without railway facilities and are still 
| without them. 
Therefore it seems to me that tho 
attitude taken now by the different 
organizations representing the people 
of Grande Prairie ‘'g selfish in the ex- 
treme and is not promoting the best 
interests of all concerned tn the wel-|

The answer to question 1 fg thate 
single person does not have to file @ 
return if his income was less than 
$1,0000, unless the person ig in re- 
ceipt of a request from the Income 
Tax Department for a return, in in- 
come, Furthermore, the age of the 
taxpayer is not a consideration, ae 
any person, no matter what age, who 
ils in rece!pt of an income sufficient 
to make him taxable w!ll have to file 
@ return, and if he is a minor or in- 
competent to make out his return on 
his own ‘behalf, then the guardian or 
other representative must file a re- 
turn for him, 

The answer to question 2 is all 
single persons, widows and widowers 


without dependent children in receipt |

of an income during the 
year of $1,000.00 or over must filte a 
return, In the case of all other per- 
sons the exemption is $2,000.00 

My reason for bring ng this to your 
attention is that your answer would 
lead one to believe whether or not 
they are liable they are compelled to 
file a return unless they are in re- 
celpt of a request with the forms en- 
closed from the Income Tax Depart- 
ment, According to the terms of the 
Income War Tax Act all persons re- 
ceiving a taxable income must apply 
at the local post office or airect to 
the Inspector or the Sub Inspectors 
of Taxation for the District in which 
they reside and obtain the forms and 
fill them in without any request from 
the Department If you would refer 
to the advertisements of the Income 
Tax Department which have been ap- 
pearing ‘mn your paper quite recently 
you will see that they distinctly point 
this out.
